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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Page 4, line 30: "adapter 6" should be changed to 4 --. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4, 8-11 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Musk (5577146). 

Musk (Figures 1-7) shows an optical fiber coupling system having a receptor 
adaptor 40 with a receptacle end and a port end with a locking module for receiving and 
securing the free end of an optical ferrule 5 of an optical fiber receptacle. The locking 
module comprises a first locking portion 3a and a second locking portion 3b defining a 
through-hole when assembled together and lockable to the adapter by formfitting 
locking mechanism. The receptacle has a flange portion and a collar portion. The 
locking portions are recessed for accommodating the collar portion and lockable to the 
adapter by a snap and clip mechanism. The method of assembling using steps of 
inserting and securing is inherent.. . 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 5-7 and 12-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Musk (5577146). 

Musk shows all the features of these claims except slots in the receptacle end to 
engage protrusions on the locking portions. Musk shows slots in the locking portions to 
engage protrusions on the receptacle end wherein the slots and protrusions are 
essentially cylindrical shaped. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the instant invention to provide slots in the receptacle end to engage 
protrusions on the locking portions since it has been held that rearranging parts of an 
invention involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japiske, 86 USPQ 70. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yamane et al. (6126325), Makhlin et al. (20040264877), 
Rathnam et al. (6682228), de Jong et al. (6634796 and Shimoji et al. (6572275).
